Terrorist network 
insults Obama 
with racial epithet

CAIRO Al Qaeda’s No. 2 leader used a racial 
epithet to insult Barack Obama in a mes- 
sage posted Wednesday, describing the 
president-elect in demeaning terms that 
imply he does the bidding of whites. 

The message appeared chiefly aimed 
at persuading Muslims and Arabs that 
Obama does not represent a change in 
US. policies. Ayman al-Zawahri said in 
the message, which appeared on militant 
Web sites, that Obama is “the direct 
opposite of honorable black Americans” 
like Malcolm X, the 1960s African- 
American rights leader. 

In Al Qaeda’s first response to Obama’s 
victory, al-Zawahri also called the 
president-elect—along with Secretaries 
of State Colin Powell and Condoleezza 
Rice—“house Negroes.” 

Speaking in Arabic, al-Zawahri uses 
the term “abeed al-beit,” which literally 
translates as “house slaves.” But Al Qaeda 
supplied English subtitles of his speech 
that included the translation as “house 
Negroes.” 

The message also includes old footage 
of speeches by Malcolm X in which he 
explains the term, saying black slaves 
who worked in their white masters’ house 
were more servile than those who worked 
in the fields. Malcolm X used the term to 
criticize black leaders he accused of not 
standing up to whites. 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Sean McCormack said the 
latest message was just “more despicable

comments from a terrorist.” 

The 11-minute, 23-second video 
features the audio message by al-Zawahri, 
who appears only in a still image, along 
with other images, including one of 
Obama wearing a Jewish skullcap as he 
meets with Jewish leaders. 

In his speech, al-Zawahri refers to a 
Nov.5 US. airstrike attack in Afghanistan, 
meaning the video was made after that 
date. 

“America has put on a new face, but 
its heart full of hate, mind drowning 


in greed, and spirit which spreads evil, 
murder, repression and despotism 
continue to be the same as always,” the 
deputy of Al Qaeda chief Osama bin 
Laden said. 

He said Obama’s plan to shift troops to 
Afghanistan is doomed to failure, because 
Afghans will resist. 

He said Obama’s victory showed 
Americans acknowledged that President 
Bush’s policies were a failure and that 
the result was an “admission of defeat in 
Iraq.”

Melissa Gonzalez allows herself half an hour before class at 
Loyola University so she can find a metered parking spot 
in the Gold Coast. @ “Half the time I’m driving around in 
circles and half the time I find it right away,” said Gonza- 
lez, 24, who lives near Midway in West Lawn. @ Her game 
plan? She drives her black Jetta up and down streets near the 
Water Tower campus, searching for open doors or flashing 
lights on cars that signal that an alarm has been turned off 
and someone is about to pull out. @ “There’s so many peo- 
ple looking for parking that they go in a second,” she said. 
@ As if driving down congested streets and hunting for 
parking isn’t already enough to make you want to pull your 


hair out, motorists now are in for an even bigger headache. 


With the passage of Mayor Daley’s bud- 
get Wednesday, the city made it clear it sees 
parking revenue as a key part of closing a 
$469 million projected shortfall in Chicago’s 
budget. That means it’s going to cost more to 
park your car next year. 

Meanwhile, entrepreneurs are looking to 
capitalize on the parking crunch by creating 
Web sites to help drivers find available spots. 

By a vote of 49-1, the City Council on 
Wednesday approved the 2009 budget, which 
included raising the parking tax and the cost 
of residential guest parking permits, lowering 
the ticket threshold for cars to be boot-eli- 
gible, and using the proceeds of leasing the 
city’s parking meters to a private operator. 

Parking ticket scofflaws will get a little 
break. A ticket amnesty program will be 
offered from Dec. 1 through Feb. 14, reducing 
penalties, including late fees, by 50 percent

only if the original fine is paid in full. 

Alex See, 22, said he already avoids parking 
downtown because of the cost. 

“To pay $16 to park for an hour, it doesn’t 
make any sense,” said See, an academic advis- 
er who lives in Edgewater. And you won't see 
him scouring Lincoln Park and Wrigleyville 
for spots either. “It takes so much time to find 
parking that it’s easier to take public trans- 
portation and it’s less stressful,” he said. 

Parking is further restricted by 1,200 per- 
mit parking zones, the bulk of which lie in 
the area bound by Irving Park Road, North 
Avenue and Ashland Avenue to the lake. 

And don’t forget about the overnight park- 
ing ban from 3 a.m. to 7 a.m. on 107 miles of 
arterial city streets that kicks in Dec. 1 and 
lasts until April 1, regardless of snow. On top 
of that, there’s also a parking ban for when 
there are 2 inches of snow on the ground on

500 miles of streets. Both carry $60 tickets, 
and your car could be towed. 

Chicago is the fourth ona list of “parking- 
challenged cities,” according to Erik Feder, 
author of “The Feder Guide to Where to 
Park Your Car in Manhattan.” 

He based the rankings on the most expen- 
sive parking garage rates and parking ticket 
moneymakers. Also on the list are New York, 
Boston, San Francisco and Philadelphia. 

“It’s hard to park {in Chicago],” Feder said. 
“People are spending a lot of money on park- 
ing garages or wasting a lot of time trying to 
find a parking spot,” he said. 

Feder is now working on the Web site tired 
ofparkingtickets.com, which will serve as 
a parking guide in those challenged cities. 
The site will soon sell a color-coded map of 
Chicago for about $10 that focuses on street 
parking: meters, loading zones, no-parking 


zones and permit parking. Other Web sites 
also are capitalizing on the parking pinch. 

Parkingspots.com, for example, maps out 
private parking spots available for rent. Since 
July, when it launched in Chicago, the site 
has matched more than 30 drivers to spaces 
in the city, said founder Aynsley Deluce, who 
is based in Toronto. More than 165 people are 
waiting to find spots through the site, with 
high demand downtown, in Streeterville and 
Lincoln Park. 

Josh Singer, 27, of Wicker Park developed 
parkingbroker.com to connect drivers to 
parking spots that can be rented daily or 
monthly in Chicago neighborhoods. 

The site is designed to help make parking 
more efficient, Singer said. If drivers find and 
pay for a space through the site, “they don’t 
have to look for parking and lose time.”

The city’s 2009 budget targets 
drivers in four ways 


Higher taxes 

Parking costs have risen nationwide for the fifth year in a 

row—2.8 percent for monthly rates and 4.3 percent for daily 
rates —according to a 2008 survey by Colliers International, a global 
real estate services company. While the national median daily parking 
rate is $15.42 and monthly rate is $153.79, Chicago’s rates are much 
higher. The city’s daily average is $30 and monthly average is $310, 
behind only New York, Boston and San Francisco. 

It’s about to get even more expensive. 

The parking tax increases from $2.25 to $3 on daily tabs $12 and 
higher. Nearly $98.4 million in parking tax revenue will be collected, 
the city estimates, up from $87 million expected this year. 

The Parking Industry Labor Management Committee, which rep- 
resents operators, owners and workers of parking garages in the city, 
opposed the increase. 

“This really becomes another tax on workers, because the people 
who are driving around downtown now, given the high gas prices, they 
drive because they need to,” said Monica Metzler, industry spokes- 
woman. 


Time’s up 

Meters, from which the city collects $23 million a year, range 

from 25 cents for five minutes downtown to 25 cents for an 
hour mainly on the North and Northwest Sides of the city. 

The budget includes using $150 million from the proceeds of leas- 
ing its 35,000 meters to a private operator, which would collect meter 
revenue and maintain the meters. The city has issued a request for 
qualifications, but no company has been selected yet. 

But when one is selected, it could cost more to feed the meter. 

“There will likely be parking meter rate increases as part of the 
transaction. However, the rates are extremely low in neighborhoods 
today,” said Lisa Schrader, spokeswoman for the city’s Office of Budget 
and Management. 


Two strikes—you’re booted 

Six years ago the city lowered the number of unpaid parking 

tickets required to get a boot from five to three. Next year 
it goes down to two tickets that have been unpaid for more than a 
year. 

Even though the city offers a ticket payment plan for parking tick 
ets, people tend to pay when they become boot eligible, said Ed Walsh, 
city revenue department spokesman. “There’s a lot of motorists hov- 
ering at two delinquent tickets. They know they can’t be booted until 
they hit three. So we can see they’re choosing not to pay,” he said. 

More than 40,000 vehicles have been booted this year through 
August, which is up about 12 percent compared to the same time last 
year, Walsh said. The increase is due mainly to a license-plate recog- 
nition software program that allows booting crews to be notified of 
boot-eligible vehicles as they drive down the street, he said. 

The measure to lower the threshold is projected to help close the 
budget shortfall by $4 million. 


Pay up for permits 
Last year the city sold 200,000 daily guest permit parking 
passes, generating approximately $1 million, said Jay Rowell, 
deputy director in the City Clerk’s office. 
The cost of the guest passes increases to $16 from $10 for a book 
of 30. Mayor Daley originally had proposed doubling the cost. Leonor

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City saves 
‘yumping 
jacks’

The city’s “jumping jacks” are safe, but 
Maxwell Street Market vendors will be pay- 
ing the price. 

Minutes before the full City Council con- 
vened Wednesday to approve Mayor Daley’s 
$6.2 billion 2009 budget proposal—it passed 
by a vote of 49-1—the Finance Committee 
voted to boost the fees on the vendors to raise 
enough money to save a popular block party 
freebie doled out by aldermen at the start of 
each year. 

As a result of the effort designed to save 
“jumping jacks”— the inflatable, bouncy play- 
grounds at neighborhood block parties and 
festivals across the city during the warmer 
months—the annual application fee for a 
market license will likely triple to $75 and the 
fee for an alternate license probably will more 
than triple to $50. 

Many aldermen said they feared the wrath 
of constituents if the program were canceled, 
as called for in the initial budget proposal. 

To close a budget shortfall estimated at 
$469 million, the city took what Ald. Robert 
Fioretti (2nd) described as a “nickel and dime” 
approach. The penny-pinching moves in the 
2009 budget include slowing police hiring, 
laying off hundreds of city employees and 
increasing taxes on downtown parking and 
tickets to sports events and theater. 


The City Council approved Mayor Daley’s 
budget Wednesday. Property taxes aren't 
going up like a year ago, but other taxes and 
fees are. A look at what’s going up: 

Tickets to major sporting events 
and concerts: amusement tax up one 
percentage point to 9 percent. Tax on 
smaller shows and plays up one percentage 
point to 5 percent. 

New annual fees on commercial trash 
bins: from $80 for 1-cubic-yard containers 
to $780 for containers larger than 10 cubic 
yards. 

Maxwell Street Market vendors: Fees triple 
to $75 for annual license application to pay 
for the city’s “jumping jack” program, which 
sends bouncy, inflatable playgrounds to 
neighborhood events. 

Increased parking fees and taxes. (See

Airlines, city disagree 
over O’Hare expansion

As the first new runway in Chicago in 
37 years is set to open Thursday, major air- 
lines serving O’Hare have unanimously 
called for halting the next phase of the 
ambitious expansion project, according to 
documents the carriers filed with city and 
federal authorities. 
American Airlines 
and United Airlines, 
the two largest air- 
lines at the airport, 
said the O’Hare plan 
is flawed. They called

Marking an unprecedented break with 
City Hall that contradicts the public 
appearance of solidarity on the $15 bil- 
lion O’Hare project, executives at six of 
O’Hare’s largest airlines advised city plan- 
ners in letters sent this summer to down- 
size the large-scale remake of the airport 
to better fit the new economic realities of 
the struggling industry. The Tribune this 
week obtained copies of the letters filed 
by American, United, Delta, Northwest 
Airlines, Continental Airlines and ANA- 
All Nippon Airways. An additional airline, 
Aer Lingus, did not provide reasons for its 
opposition. 

The tough new airline stance went far 
beyond a longtime reluctance to commit 
financially to the project’s second phase, 
which includes key runways needed to 
increase O’Hare’s flight capacity. 

In a written response to the airlines’ 
statements, the city told the FAA that the 
airlines let short-term financial concerns

overshadow the long-term gains to be 
reaped from reconfiguring O’Hare. 

The airlines’ position poses the latest 
threat to Mayor Daley’s efforts to modernize 
cramped and outdated facilities at O’Hare 
by 2014, a process critical to Chicago’s bid 
to land the 2016 Olympics. 

But American and United labeled the 
city’s plan for a new passenger terminal 
on the west side of the airfield as “ill-con- 
ceived.” 


Seven years after Daley announced the 
project, the city has not landed a strategy 
to pay for all of it, despite acquiring hun- 
dreds of homes and businesses in Elk Grove 
Village and Bensenville for runways that 
may not be built. 

The first new runway that opens Thursday 
on the northern flank of O’Hare is only 
designed to help reduce delays, and it barely 
will make a difference, according to the

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‘GTA IV’ 
ads back 
on CTA 
buses 


About six months after the CTA 
pulled ads for the violent but 
popular gangland video game 
“Grand Theft Auto IV,” trig- 
gering a lawsuit from the game- 
maker and attracting national 
attention, billboards for the 
game have begun reappearing 
on the sides of CTA buses. 

Take Two Interactive 
Software, whose _ subsidiary, 
Rockstar Games, publishes the 
title, filed a federal lawsuit in 
Manhattan district court in May 
shortly after the CTA acted. 

It alleged that the CTA violat- 
ed its contractual and constitu- 
tional rights by removing the ads, 
which were timed to appear 
around the game’s release on 
April 29. 

The lawsuit was settled in 
September, according to court 
records, and as part of the set- 
tlement agreement, the ads will 
reappear on buses for the next 
six weeks, CTA spokeswoman 
Noelle Gaffney said. 

Gaffney explained — on 
Wednesday that the ads did 
not violate the transit agency’s 
guidelines but had been pulled 
following a spate of fatal shoot- 
ings around the city. 

In an e-mail, Take Two said 
that the terms of the settle- 
ment are confidential but that 
a replacement advertising cam- 
paign is running in Chicago. 

“GTA IV” is likely the last 
installment of the game—which 
is rated “M,” only suitable for 
those 17 and older—that will be 
advertised on the CTA. 

Last week, the CTA board 
voted to ban advertising for 
video games rated “M” and 
above. 

The ordinance, which takes 
effect Jan. 1, cites a “demon- 
strable correlation” between 
intensely violent video games 
and violent or aggressive behav- 
ior.

Tired of tire jokes? 


When John Huston is doing his workouts, 
he often hears people yelling out: “Hey, dude, 
where’s your car?” or “Did you lose a bet?” 

Not such outrageous questions when you con- 
sider that Huston, aveteran dog sled racer, chains 
SUV tires together and drags them across grass 
or the sand by Lake Michigan. 

The Glen Ellyn native and Chicago resident 
has led a dog sled team across Greenland anda ski 
expedition to the South Pole. Now he’s spending 
hours every week dragging anywhere from two 
to five tires at a time to condition himself for his 
next big chilly adventure: hauling a sled 500 miles 
over the sea ice to the North Pole. 

In March, Huston, 32, and a buddy, Tyler Fish, 
35, plan to trek from northern Canada to the 
North Pole—while hauling all their supplies — 
making them the first Americans to ski there 
unsupported. 


The two, who are interested in the impact 
of global warming on the Arctic, plan to make 
observations on sea ice thickness and quality, 
and to participate in a separate study of human 
performance in extreme environments. 

Both Huston and Fish are experienced Arctic 
expeditioners. In 2006, Huston took part in a 
BBC televised re-enactment of Robert Scott and 
Roald Amundsen’s race to the South Pole. 

The number of 45-pound tires he uses depends 
on whether he is training for strength or endur- 
ance. 

Every so often a passer-by, noticing the 
excruciating effort, will pump a fist and yell, 
“Respect!” 

But more often, the numskulls speak up. 

Huston did find the remarks funny. “The first 
time,” he says, “not nearly as much the soth 
time.” 


House passes Drew Peterson law 


SPRINGFIELD The House on Wednesday voted 
109-0 to put into law a bill that could affect a 
potential prosecution against former Bolingbrook 
Police Sgt. Drew Peterson in the cases of either 
one of his last two wives. 

The bill, which is backed by the Will County 
state’s attorney’s office, would allow a judge to 
admit hearsay evidence for first-degree mur- 
der cases if the prosecution could prove that 
the defendant killed a witness to prevent tes- 
timony. 

The House vote followed Senate approval 


a week before. Their votes meant lawmakers 
accepted changes proposed by Gov. Blagojevich 
that allowed the law to become effective as soon 
as the House approved the measure. 

Peterson’s last two wives had told family and 
friends that they were fearful of Peterson, who 
is a suspect in the Oct. 28, 2007, disappearance 
of his fourth wife, Stacy Peterson. In addition, 
Stacy Peterson also told her minister that her 
husband had allegedly confessed to her that he 
killed his third wife, Kathleen Savio, according 
to the minister. 


FBI seeks ‘Surgeon Bandit’ 
The FBI is seeking the public’s help in 
finding a man dubbed the “Surgeon Bandit,” 
who the agency believes has robbed two 
suburban banks—one in Palos Heights and 
the other in Bloomingdale—since April.

Steelers, Bengals try to put 
strange games behind them

PITTSBURGH The Bengals are coming off the 
NFU first tie in six years, and the Steelers are 
only a few days removed from the league’s 
first 11-10 game since, well, never. 

With little time for either team to recuper- 
ate or prepare, might something curious hap- 
pen again when AFC North rivals Cincinnati 
(1-8-1) and Pittsburgh (7-3) play Thursday 
night? Like, perhaps, the Bengals actually 
making a game of it? 

The NFL brags anything can happen on 
any given Sunday, but this is only Thursday, 
so maybe that’s too much to expect. 

Maybe not. 

“T’ve learned to expect the unexpected,” 
Steelers coach Mike Tomlin said. 

Pittsburgh losing to a Bengals team that 
didn’t win until midseason would be more 
than surprising, given the Steelers’ four-game 
winning streak in the series and their 38-10 
win in Cincinnati last month. 


Still, recent history presents a reason for 
the Steelers to be wary. A year ago this week, 
they had a 7-2 record before they played 
another one-win team, the Jets, yet lost 19-16 
in overtime. 

With the Steelers up by a single game over 
Baltimore (6-4) in the division, attempting 
to coast against a team that recently beat 
Jacksonville and surprised the Eagles by tying 
them 13-all Sunday might be risky. 

“It’s a rivalry game and it’s a division game, 
so it means to a lot to us in a tight division,” 
left tackle Max Starks said. “Baltimore is not 
too far behind. You look at last year when we 
took (the Jets) for granted, and you saw what 
happened in that game.” 

The Steelers own the advantage of playing 
at home for the fourth time in five games, yet 
they lost there to the Giants (21-14) and Colts 
(24-20) and went to the final minute before 
beating San Diego 11-10 on Sunday on three 


field goals by Jeff Reed and a safety. 
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Despite having a 300-yard passer (Ben 
Roethlisberger), a too-yard rusher (Willie 
Parker) and a 100-yard receiver (Hines Ward), 
the offense kept getting pushed back by pen- 
alties—115 yards in all—and never reached 
the end zone. Overall, the Steelers have gone 
nearly seven quarters without a touchdown. 

That’s reason enough for worry, even if 
the Bengals’ league-worst offense looks 
unequipped to do much against a Steelers 
defense that is No. 1 against the rush, pass 
and overall and is allowing the second-fewest 
points. 

Even with playmaking receivers TY. 
Houshmandzadeh and Chad Johnson, er, 
Ocho Cinco around to stretch defenses, it 
might be too much to ask inexperienced quar- 
terback Ryan Fitzpatrick to get much going. 

One extracurricular issue is whether the 
Bengals will target Ward for his crackback 
block that broke rookie linebacker Keith 
Rivers’ jaw and ended his season.

Ward’s block was legal and he was not 
penalized or fined, but Bengals coach Marvin 
Lewis promises the NFL competition com- 
mittee will address whether to outlaw such 
blocks. 

“Unfortunately our player was injured, and 
you know there will be some revisions, I’m 
sure, to the rules, after the season,” Lewis said. 
“Tt’s an unfortunate incident and it occurred 
and it’s done.” 

Unfortunately or not, the Bengals’ sea- 
son series with the Steelers isn’t over yet. 
Pittsburgh has won four in a row, five of six 
and 13 of 17 against Cincinnati, yet Tomlin 
didn’t go lightly on his players during the 
short work week. 

Tomlin made them practice outdoors, with 
no sideline heaters, in anticipation of a game- 
time temperature around 30, a wind chill in 
the 20s and possible snow flurries. 

“I guess he’s trying to teach us a lesson,” 
Parker said. 


Hester frustrated 


Devin Hester’s inability to excel in the 
return game this season appears to have 
taken a toll on the Bear. 

“It’s tough on me. I don't even 
like going outside now,” Hester said 
Wednesday. “I just want to find that 
edge and overcome it.” 

Hester was asked if he has lost his 
confidence. Danieal Manning replaced 
him on kickoffs during the fourth quar- 
ter of Sunday’s loss to the Packers. 

“I haven’t lost any confidence,” 
Hester said. “I’m the type when I get 
my opportunity, I’m going to make the 
most of it.” 

Hester entered the season with 12 
career returns for touchdowns, includ- 
ing a 108-yard return of a missed field 
goal and kickoff returns of 96 and 94 
yards at St. Louis two seasons ago. His 
longest return this season is 51 yards. 

“It just hasn’t gone the way I thought 
it would,” Hester said. “I could say it’s 
my fault, but there are 11 guys on the 
field. [Still,} I know at the end of the day, 
I'll get blamed for the return game.”

style of food. 

So it’s really no surprise that after a decade at Nacional 
27, Lettuce Entertain You’s Nuevo Latino concept, Randy 
Zweiban was eager to strike out on his own at his now 
month-old American cafe, Province. 

“T’ve always dreamed about having my own restaurant, and 
I felt like at Nacional 27 that I was sort of in a box, sort of 
having to cook food that was only inspired by those regions,” 
he says. “I wanted to be in a setting where I could do mod- 
ern American food and use {Latin} flavors as a complement 
to it—not just have that be the only thing that I did.” 

Confession: We’re as guilty as anyone of putting the guy 
in a box. When someone’s been cooking at the same place 
for so long—and doing it so well—it’s hard not to compart- 
mentalize a bit. But our preconceptions had an unintended 
benefit: They made Province that much more surprising. 

The name says it all. At 49, with decades of experience 
behind him, Zweiban finally has his own Province—and 
his own province. His West Loop domain is a casual spot, 
the sort of versatile space where you can grab a burger after 
work or plan a second date ona Friday night. It’s also a green 
place, designed top-to-bottom with sustainability in mind, 
from the cork floors and tabletops to the all-draft beer list 
from Indiana brewery Three Floyds. 

Now that he has a free hand in the kitchen, Zweiban goes 


25 


out of his way to acquaint you with his flavors. The dinner 
menu is designed for extensive sampling, with dishes divided 
into six main categories: bites, raw, soups and salads, small, big 
and bigger. Though the setup has free-for-all potential, servers 
work to control the progression and pace so the experience 
feels more like a multicourse meal than a never-ending snack. 
A penchant for blending American with Spanish and South 
American flavors shows up from the get-go in bites ($3 each) 
such as fall squash taquitos and pork bocadillos, little sand- 
wiches of Cuban pulled pork, pepper jack cheese and Creole 
mustard aioli on melt-in-your-mouth toasted brioche buns. 
The raw section showcases oysters, sashimi and ceviches 
($7-$8), including a sable ceviche made with cold-smoked 
fish that provides a nice counterpoint to briny green olives 
and faintly sweet papaya. Soups and salads ($7-$8) include a 
popular blood orange and herbed goat cheese number, while 
small courses ($7-$9) bring on one of the best dishes we tried: 
sweet, subtly spiced shrimp over creamy organic grits ($9). 
Though Zweiban starts strong enough, he’s really in his 
element by the time you reach the big and bigger dishes. 
Tender, slow-cooked beef cheeks arrive in a rich veal and 
red wine reduction spiked with a hint of cocoa ($13), and 
salmon is slow-cooked in a low-temp, steam-injected oven, 
then seared to form a crisp crust on top before it’s drizzled 
with tangy red wine mojo (half-portion $12, full $22). If you 
only have room for one big dish, make it the lamb shoulder, 
braised for 10 hours and served in a reduction of its own juic- 
es over a mix of cornbread, homemade chorizo and Chinese 
eggplant (half-portion $12, full $22). 
It may be Zweiban’s Province, but we’re glad he’s willing 
to share.

3 When a late-night fire engulfed Avondale’s 
Manee Thai in early May, reinforcements arrived 
quickly. And we don’t mean the fire department, 
though they were on the scene in full force. We’re 
talking about a whole new restaurant. 

After the fire, it was only a matter of months 
before Manee Thai #2 opened in West Town. (The 
second spot was in the works before the blaze.) 
While the owners work to rebuild the old loca- 
tion, with plans to reopen as early as January, the 
Chicago Avenue spinoff is filling in quite nicely. 

Like the Northwest Side original, the new 
outpost offers better-than-average Thai food 
(as well as a smattering of Chinese, Japanese and 
Mongolian dishes) at lower-than-average prices — 
most are $6.95-$7.50.

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light. 

“We stripped down very seriously. Paul’s drums —it’s like a 
kids’ drum set,” Lemon said. “It looks pretty tiny from what you 
might be used to, but he definitely makes it work.” 

The band visited 20-plus cities in a month, covering the 
Midwest and western US. They scheduled their tour around the 
train route, Lemon said. 

Traveling by train can be uncomfortable, but Aufrecht took 
the cramped quarters in stride. 

“You get used to it; by the end I had it all worked out how to 
fit and feel perfectly comfortable. You kind of curl up in a ball.” 

When the boys aren’t riding the rails, they're busy in the stu- 
dio: They have released 10 albums. Their most recent offering, 
“Deanimminevitabilitated,” dropped earlier this year. 

Aufrecht said the mouthful of a title was his idea. 

“I thought it would be kind of funny to spin off the idea of 
the ‘Supercalifragilisticexpialidocious’ thing.”

Bad economy leads 
to great travel deals

Hotels, resorts and other vacation destina- 
tions are feeling the effects of the economic 
downturn. That’s good news for travelers. 
When the economy was booming, many 
hotel companies began building new proper- 
ties. Some of those are opening now, resulting 
in a 2.5 percent increase in hotel room sup- 


ply this year, just as demand is dropping by 


Basics 
It’s generally cheaper to stay in major cities 
on weekends, when there are fewer business 
travelers, and in resort areas on weekdays and 
offseason, when there are fewer tourists. 
Visitors to urban centers may save by 
booking outside main tourist areas, but 
research the cost and time of commuting in 
each day, to make sure the trade-off is worth it. 
You'll also pay less outside of peak holiday 
time, and some new hotels charge lower 
introductory rates. 


Rewards programs 
Most hotel chains have loyalty or frequent 
guest programs that allow you to use points 
for free nights. Joining usually costs nothing; 
points accumulate and often don’t expire; and 
most hotel chains now have no blackout dates 
for using points to book rooms. 

Many hotel chains offer co-branded credit 
cards with enough bonus points for a free night.

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Have you ever gotten to a point where you've put 
something behind you and moved on, only to be con- 
fronted with it again and all the old emotions come 
rushing back? I recently was sitting in the Pittsburgh 
International Airport, ready to fly back to Chicago from 
a visit home with the folks, when I thought I saw my ex, 
“Kenny,” at the next gate.
